The outer frame with plug holes is stationary. The inner 
dial marked with numbers indicating minutes revolves. 

The hand or pointer is attached to the inner dial and 
revolves with the inner dial (relative position of hand to 
number on dial always remains the same.)

The rise of manufacturing in the United States is 
shown by the figures on the export trade of the coun- 
try for 1906. Our exports used to consist almost en- 
tirely of agricultural products, while the record of 


the year 1906 shows that 41 per cent of the total ex- 
ports were manufactures. 
* * * 

Better weather has caused more activity in trade 
throughout the country during the past week. There 
has been rapid recovery in commerce in general where 
business was interrupted. Dun’s weekly review of - 
the general business situation notes, in part, that “In 
most sections of the country the movement of mer- 
chandise has resumed normal proportions, snow block- 
ades being removed, but tardy deliveries still cause 
much complaint, especially in regard to grain. Re- 


. tail stocks of winter goods were most satisfactorily 


depleted during the period of low temperature, and 
the new season will open under favorable auspices.” 
Dun’s report on business in the Chicago district says: 
“The markets for provisions and live stock excite 
much interest, speculative buying having forced 
values to a high level, although it is conceded that the 
raw material and stocks in store are below normal 
needs of consumption.” From Bradstreet’s comments 
on the trade situation throughout the country we quote 
the following: “Better weather and improved roads 
have developed a stronger tone and greater activity 
in distributive trade, increased deliveries of grain by 
farmers, and slightly relieved the congestion in trans- 
portation lines, though the latter situation is still far 
from perfect.” 
hs. 

Congressman Tawney explains that his reason for 
desiring the adoption of an amendment to the Agri- 
cultural appropriation bill to prohibit the federal gov- 
ernment from employing state officials to assist them 
in enforcing the national pure food law was that he 
did not wish to see the expense of enforcing the law 
“saddled” onto the United States government. He 
also opines that it would be difficult, in the event of 
the employment of persons already in the employ 
of the states, to keep their expense accounts from get- 
ting mixed, or to properly divide the expense incident 
to food law enforcement. Congressman Tawney may 
be perfectly sincere in the stand he has taken. It may 
be unjust to say that the fact that the different states 
would be likely, if Uncle Sam provided a lot of money 
to pay food inspectors, to cut down appropriations 
for their food departments rather than to increase 


. them had anything to do with his action, but what 


is wanted both by the people and the honest food 
manufacturers is strict enforcement of the law, and 
food-law uniformity. There is a question whether it 
is constitutional for a state employe to be at the 
same time in the employ of the federal government. 
However this may be, it is certain that the food law 
will be more effectively enforced if the federal offi- 
cials have the active assistance of the experiencd 
men connected with the state departments.

F the reported action of Kansas City Food In- 
spector Cutler is correct, he certainly heads 
the procession of pure food extremists. Dr. 
Cutler is said to have recently seized a can of 
some sort of food on which was a label bearing the 
picture of an American eagle. The zealous doctor, 
we understand, pounced upon the can because he 
believes, in accordance with the Kansas City ordi- 
nance that labels on cans should tell the exact truth; 
therefore, as the product was not canned eagle, the 
picture of an eagle on the label was apt to deceive 
the customer. 

The doctor knew the can didn’t contain nice, well- 
processed, appetizing eagle meat, nor even a good

imitation of it, so he seized the package on which 
was a lying label; he didn’t wish to see some trust- 
ful housewife defrauded by an unscrupulous packer. 

This opens up a serious question and canners who 
have pictures of railroad trains, steamboats, a bit of 
blue sea, a vista of green mountains and shaded val- 
leys, or a gold watch and chain, would better take 
care, for should they happen to make a shipment of 
goods havirig such labels on them to Kansas City 
they would run the risk of having them seized and 
maybe confiscated for willful failure to enclose a 
couple of mountains, or a fine, big steamboat with 
flames pouring out of the smokestacks, or a slice of 
the Atlantic ocean, or a shining gold watch in each 
and every can so labeled. 


Capital Invested in Canning. 


PT) vi development of the canning industry, 


which has become one of the leading indus- 
are, tries in the United States, is a matter of pride 
=—— to every person engaged in canning or who 
is in any manner connected with the business. We 
are all pleased to know that the packing of fruits and 
vegetables and fish in cans now affords profitable in- 
vestment for millions of dollars of capital and gives 
employment to tens of thousands of wage-earners. 
It has been only a few years ago since canning fac- 
tories were quite small affairs, each turning out a 
quantity of goods which amounted to little compared 
with the enormous packs of many of the canneries of 
the present day. , 

There has been a great growth of canning and a 
wonderful increase in the consumption of cannery 
products, and these facts are a source of satisfaction 
to packers, for we all like to be engaged in a busi- 
ness that has attained dignified proportions; but we 








wish neither to deceive others nor to be deceived our- 
selves. The story telegraphed from Buffalo to news- 
papers in all parts of the country that the canning in- 
dustry represents an invested capital of $500,000,000, 
was deceptive. The canning industry is big and im- 
portant, but it doesn’t represent nearly so much in- 
vested money as half a billion dollars. Mr. Fenton, 
in his address welcoming the canners to Buffalo, quot- 
ing from the census report of manufactures of 1905, 
said: 

“We represent a modern industry with some 3,200 
plants, having an invested capital of $54,000.000, giv- 
ing about 64,000 people healthful employment, and 
producing about $140,000,000 worth of goods an- 
nually.” 

We are confident that the canning industry, exclu- 
sive of dependent or allied businesses, represents con- 
siderably more than $54,000,000 invested capital ; but 
$500,000,000 overshoots the mark. 


Canned Goods Pure. 


ANNED goods are having an occasional word 
said in their favor nowadays. A very short 
while ago nearly all the talk was unfavorable. 
It seemed to certain folk the proper thing 
to do to take a fling at every kind of canned food— 
and it didn’t make very much difference whether the 
person making the charges had actual personal knowl- 
edge of the truth of his assertions or not. 

But the tide appears to have turned. There is a 
noticeable increase in the number of “goods words” 
said about canned goods. The national food law is for 
the most part to be credited with this change, which as 
a logical consequence should bring canned foods into 
favor with a great many consumers whose suspicions 
as to their cleanliness and wholesomeness were aroused 
by the ignorant assertions of writers whom they sup- 
posed knew “all about it.” 

The report of Mr. Hortvet, state chemist of Min- 
nesota, submitted a short time since to Minnesota 
Food Commissioner E. K. Slater, shows that approxi- 
mately twelve thousand samples of foods, medicines, 





liquors, etc., were analyzed during the two years cov- 
ered by the report. The total number of samples of 
canned fruits and vegetables analyzed was 185, and 
not a single illegal sample was found. As conditions 
in respect to the quality of canned fruits and vege- 
tables are pretty much the same in Minnesota as in 
other states, what ground was there a year or two ago 
for so much talk about “unwholesome” canned goods? 
What has become of all the bad stuff, if the State 
Chemist wasn’t able to discover a single can of it? 
Has all of it been sold, or did it ever exist? 

Of course, the facts in regard to canned goods con- 
tained in the report of the Minnesota chemist will not 
be given the same publicity that used to be given the 
sensational stories that so regularly went the rounds 
of the newspapers a year or so ago. Packers inter- 
ested in increasing the consumption of canned goods 
should call the attention of their local editors to the 
fact that of dozens of ‘kinds of foods analyzed in Min- 
nesota, canned goods were among the few found to be 
absolutely unadulterated.

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The buyers and brokers who went to Buffalo to 
attend the canners’ convention have returned to Chi- 
cago and are again in harness, but the several days 
that have elasped since local buying and selling 
forces returned to normal have nevertheless been 
pretty quiet, and we find that conditions here are 
about as they were a week ago. 

The advices from Baltimore regarding the business 
of the past week are more or less conflicting. Some 
people there consider that quite a large business in 
future tomatoes. has been done during the week, while 
others report that buyers and sellers are apart in their 
jdeas, about 24%c per dozen on both No. 2 and No. 3 
standard tomatoes, and this situation is described as 
checking actual transactions in next season’s delivery. 
According to a report received about the first of the 
week, the packers who sell through Baltimore com- 
mission houses apparently consider 62'%c and 82Y%c 
per dozen for future No. 2s and 3s respectively to be 
satisfactory figures, and are willing to sell on that 
basis, but under the circumstances existing this au- 
thority advises that practically no business was be- 
ing done, excepting on special brands. At the same 
time, we learn through the same source that a Balti- 
more packer who recently named prices of 62'%4c and 
&s5c per dozen for No. 2 and No. 3 standards sold up 
to his limit within a few days and ‘has since been 
compelled to refuse considerable business. The pack- 
ers in the section of the country of which Baltimore 
is the center, owing to the difficulty they are experi- 
encing in making contracts with growers, excepting 
at higher prices, have a strong feeling on futures, 
hence the firmness of the Baltimore market. 

The demand for seasonable canned fruits and vege- 
tables is very general throughout the country and in- 
dicates a steady consumption. There is a continued 
call from retail distributors of virtually everything 
in the vegetable line, including kraut, string and lima 
beans, baked beans, pumpkin, .etc. The buying of 
these lines is not active, but is steady, and in the 
course of days and weeks aggregates a large amount 
of business. There is also a consumptive demand 
for canned fruits, but packers of fruits of almost 
every description, including the principal California 
varieties. are sold out, and in consequence the 1907 
fruit pack will come on a more closely cleaned up 
market than we have known in a number of years. 
Tomatoes— 

Spot tomatoes look just a shade easier in Chicago, 
where trading has been rather quiet this week. Spot 
standard 3s are quoted at 95c to 9734c per doz., f. 0. b. 

factory, to ‘$1.00 to'$1.02% per doz. delivered Chicago. 
Present prices on future No. 83 tomatoes range from 85c 
to 90c per doz, from ‘factories in the Central Western 
States. 

It appears from reports from the New York market 
that some business has been done inthe last several 
days in future standard No. 2 tomatoes at 8oc f..o. b. 
factory, but it is certain that there are an extremely 
small number of sellers at this figure, if any. New 
York reports that spot tomatoes continue dull, with a 
somewhat easy tone. Baltimore quotes spot standard 
as tomatoes at 82'%4c, 3s at 92%4c, and gallons at $3.60 
per doz., less discount, f. o. b.; futures at 62'%4c for 
best standard brands of No. 2, 82¥4c for No. 3s, and 
$2.50 for No. 10s. 


Corn— 


Some talk cencerning Western future corn has been 
heard this week, but both packers and jobbers are dis- 
posed to let the matter alone for the present. Spot 
Western standard corn continues very slow in this 
market. The prices quoted on the packs of the differ- 
ent Western states are from 47%c to 50c per doz. f. o. 
b. factory for standard, 57%c to 62c per doz. for 
fancy. 

Spot corn is moving slowly, according to New 
York advices; but notwithstanding the limited sales 
the business appears to have been enough of late to 
afford encouragement to packers holding really good 
goods. In consequence of this, say our advices, pack- 
ers are less inclined to grant concessions. Future 
corn appears to be as dull in the New York market 
as it continues to be in Chicago. New York state 
packers quote a range on standard grade from 65c 
up to 75c and on up to goc for fancy. Maine pack- 
ers have accepted about all the business they want, 
and in consequence nearly all the packers in that state 
have withdrawn, after making sales which, we are ad- 
vised, aggregate the largest future business for a 
number of years past. 


Peas— 

There are some packers who still have a few spot 
peas to sell, but the quantity is exceedingly limited and 
every holder will be completely sold out before any 
more are packed. It is hardly practicable to quote 
prices. Not many of the western packers but what 
have withdrawn on futures, but this doesn’t mean 
that buyers are satisfied and are now showing no in- 
terest, for the contrary is true. Buyers in the New 
York market are reported continuing to show inter- 
est in spot and future peas, but the offerings of either 
are small and inquiries do not result in actual sales of 
any consequence. Baltimore prices are firm, with 
stocks very light. Standard Junes are quoted at $1.05 
to $1.10 f. o. b. there; sifteds, $1.10 to $1.20; No. 2 
standard marrowfats, $1.05; seconds, $1.00. 


Beans — 

There are few sellers of future beans. The market 
is firm. New York beans range from 80c per dozen 
on cuts to $1.60 for extra small fancy, delivered Chi- 
cago. Baltimore reports that No. 2 standard green 
string beans are pretty well cleaned up there. Some 
are offered at 75c per dozen, regular, f. 0. b. That 
market quotes No. 10 standard green strings at $3.50; 
No. 2 standard green limas, 87%4c; No. 2 standard 
white wax, 7oc per dozen. 

Fruits 

The week has been inactive in spot canned fruits, 
but the holdings and offerings are very small and lack 
of business does not affect the firmness of the feeling 
prevailing. Futures are not being offered as yet. A 
3altimore advice reports ‘a strong market on pie 
peaches. No.3 peeled pies, white or yellow, are quot- 
ed there at $1.20; No. 3. unpeeled, 8714c; No. 10 un- 
peeled, $2:85. That market also quotes No. 3 second 
peaches, white, at $1.25; yellows at $1.30. We hear 
No. 2% Michigan peeled yellow peaches, water, quot- 
ed f. o. b. factory, at $1.40; No. 2% Michigan peeled 
yellow peaches in 10 degree syrup at $1.60. Other 
prices quoted on Michigan fruits are $1.25 per doz., 
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f. o. b. factory, for No. 2 black raspberries in syrup, 
$1.35 for Michigan No. 2 strawberries in 10 degree 
syrup, $1.10 f. o. b. factory for Michigan No. 2% 
pears in syrup; $5.75 for Michigan No. ro standard 
gooseberries, $8.00 for No. 10 solid pitted Michigan 
cherries, $5.00 for No. 10 standard Michigan black- 
berries. Baltimore offers No. 10 blackberries at $4.50, 
No. 10 raspberries at $5.00. 
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Apples are unchanged. No. Ios are generally quot- 
ed at $2.50 per dozen delivered, Chicago, though some 
Michigan standards are obtainable for less. Michigan 
No. 3 standards are 7oc per dozen f. o. b. factory. 
The New York market is firm at generally $2.35 to 
$2.50 per dozen.

Asparagus FF = 


The jobbing trade continues to show. interest in 
i907 pack of asparagus, on which opening prices have 
not yet been named. As previously stated, however, 
a large amount of business subject to approval of 
prices when made, has been booked. According to 
reports from California the pack of asparagus in that 
state this year will be somewhat larger than in 1906, 
though not materially so. 


Miscellaneous— 

Some miscellaneous quotations are as follows: No 
3 standard Ohio pumpkin, f. 0. b. factory, 57'4c; No, 
3 standard Indiana pumpkin, f. o. b. factory, $1.90, 
These are lowest prices. Pumpkin is quoted by per- 
haps the majority of canners at 6oc, f. o. b. factory 
for No. 3 standard. We hear No. 3 standard Ohio 
pumpkin, 1907 packing, quoted at 55c, f. o. b. factory 
and No. 10 at $2.00. No. 3 Wisconsin sauerkraut, £ 
o. b. factory, 70c per doz.; No. 3 standard Indiana 
kraut, f. o. b. factory, 62%4c; No. 3 Indiana standard 
lye hominy, 45¢ per doz. Some f. o. b. Baltimore 
quotations are: No. 2 standard succotash, 70c; No, 
3 standard okra and tomatoes, 95c; No. 2, 80c; No, 
plain okra, g0c; No. 2, 70c; No. 3 standard pumpkir, 
7oc ; No. 3 standard sweet potatoes, 70c; No. 3 stand- 
ard sauerkraut, 65c; No. 3 standard hominy, 55c; No, 
2 standard beets, 85c; No. 3, $1.00; No. 3 standard 
whole leaf spinach, $1.30; No. 2, $1.00; No. 1 stand- 
ard red kidney beans, 40c; No. 2, 55c; No. 3, 75; 
No. 3 corn beef and cabbage, 75c. 

Lobster— 

Prices on 1907 pack canned lobsters have been 
named by the Portland Packing Co., and the Burnham 
& Morrill Co., of Portland. The former’s figures, 
f. o. b. Portland, are: $3.85 for No. 1 flat cans, 
$1.97% on No. % flat cans, $2.42% on picnic talls 
and flats, $1.20 on 4% flats. These figures represent a 
considerable advance over the Portland Packing Co,’s 
opening quotations for last year. The Burnham & 
Morrill Co.’s 1907 prices, f. o. b. Portland, are No, 1 
flats, $3.85; No. 1 talls, $3.80; 34 talls, $2.50; ¥% talls, 
2.00. 

Oysters— 

Cove oysters are in scant supply, as there is a 
scarcity of raw stock for canning purposes. Balti- 
more advices indicate increasing scarcity of coves, 
which are quoted there as follows: No. 1 extra lunch, 
$1.20; No. 1 6-oz. selects, $1.50; No. 2 2-oz. selects, 
$3.25; No. 1 5-o0z. standards, 92%2c; No. 2 10-02. 
standards, $1.80; No. 1 5-oz. standards, tall cans, 9§¢; 
No. 2 10-0z standards, tall cans, $1.85; No. 1 4-02. 
cove, 871%4c; No. 2 8-oz. cove, $1.60; No. 1 light- 
weights, 5oc; No. 2 light-weights, 85c. 

Sardimes-- 

Domestic sardines are quiet here. The demand 
from jobbers seems slow everywhere now, but prices 
are steady and reports from Maine are to the effect 
that another advance in prices is coming. 

Salmon— ‘ 

The canned salmon market here this week has been 
slow, but the demand we have been having since the 
first of the year has been ahead of the usual mid-win- 
ter business. Prices are firm, as a matter of course; 
they could not be otherwise with such a strong statis- 
tical position existing. All grades are in very s 
compass, the situation as regards most kinds of salmon 
amounting nearly to a clean-up. 
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Information from various sources indicates a good 
consumptive demand for dried fruits, but the business 
of the past week has not been remarkable for the ex- 
tent of transactions between first and Second hands. 
Prunes are being bought as they are required, with 
prices about as quoted in last week’s CANNER, 
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Raisins— 

Raisins are firm. Jobbers are showing interest in 
California loose muscatels, also in seedless goods. 
No news of importance has been received from the 
coast during the past week. 


Peaches— 

The market on cured peaches holds very firm, 
naturally, the supply being small enough to insure 
frmness notwithstanding light business. Prices re- 
main about as last week, 12c per lb. for choice peaches 
in 25-lb. boxes, 12'%4c for fancy, 13c for extra fancy, 
2s-lb. boxes. 


Apricots— 

Apricots hold firm at previously quoted high prices. 
Standards, 25-lb. boxes, 17¢ per Ib.; choice, 17"%4c; 
fancy, 1734¢ to 18c. 


Apples— 

Evaporated apples are inactive in Chicago. Prime 
remain around 7%c per Ib. in 50-lb. boxes ; choice, 8c 
per Ib.; fancy, 8¥%c to 834c. 
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Cans— 

Prices on packers’ cans are unchanged. The figures 
we have quoted for several weeks past remain in ef- 
fect with all the leading companies. Sales continue 
to be made and a large aggregate business has been 
booked since the opening. Large sales of cans for 
1907 use were made at Buffalo. The different mak- 
ers’ prices are given below:

“As stated in our advice of a week ago, the cost 
mark remains the same and. reports to the contrary 
can easily be run to earth. A fair volume of business 
can be reported for the week past at prices ranging 
from 82% to 85 cents for standards and 90 cents for 
extra standards. We are firmly of the opinion that 
much interest will soon awaken along the line of san- 
itary tins and we take pleasure in inviting your in- 
quiries concerning this especial size package.” 

“No business of importance,” say Strasbaugh, Sil- 
ver & Co., referring to future corn, “can be reported 
as to contracts being passed for future delivery other 
than the regular early securing of old and established 
brands. With the selling prices of this article about 
7, cents higher than at this season last year,. caused 
by*the increase in the cost of producing tle finished 
product, buyers do not seem to be inclined to tumble 


over each other to secure what they seem to feel wif} 
cause them no apparent trouble later on. This may 
according to some past seasons be good judgment op 
their part, yet with no chance for the cost of raw 
material to help lessen the cost price, and present 
holdings of both standard and fancy shoe peg whole 
grain corn well in hand it might be more good man- 
agement. than good luck to ascertain your wants. for 
the future and advise with ps promptly regarding this 
particular article.” 





Best Lead for Solder Making. 


For solder making purposes desilverized pig lead. is 
really the only lead that is fit to use. Next to the de- 
silverized lead comes the chemical pig lead, although 
this makes the solder quite considerably harder and 
of somewhat less tensile strength than that made from 
desilverized lead. 

The soft Missouri pig leads are not desirable for 
solder purposes, for the reason that all of the Missouri 
lead mines carry zinc with the lead, and while we be- 
lieve the smelters are using every precaution possi- 
ble. yet almost all of the Missouri leads contain more 
or less zinc, and zinc is a practical poison to solder, 
Some of the largest manufacturers have stated to us 
that one ounce of zinc is sufficient to spoil ten tons 
of solder. We know of an instance where soft Mis- 
souri lead has been used in the making of solder, and 
parties so using it, however, have first melted the 
amount of lead required in the batch of solder, and 
then thoroughly burnt the same out by means of ordi- 
nary stick sulphur. They state that the sulphur if 
properly used would get rid of the zinc, but this is 
rather an expensive thing to do, for not alone must be 
taken into consideration the cost of the labor and the 
sulphur, but the fact that considerable of the lead is 
turned into an oxide, or what is commercially known 
as lead dross.—American Metal Market.

Epiror Canner:—There is practically no change to report in 
the spot tomato market. The quoted price still remains at 95c 
per dozen, tor No. 3 standards, but it is not hard to buy at 92%c, 
and bids at 90c are being solicited by brokers, which shows that the 
sellers are a little more anxious to make sales than they were. Some 
few spot goods were picked up during the week at goc, but the 
quality was said to be not fully up to the mark. No. 2 standards 
are obtainable at 82 %c. 

The bulk of the tomato talk, however, has been on futures. 
The demand is simply enormous, but buyers want to place their 
orders on the basis of 80c for No. 3 standards, while on the other 
hand there are no reliable brands that can be picked up below 82 4c. 
and some packers are holding out for 85c. Consequently, although 
the inquiry has been exceptionally heavy, the amount of business 
actually transacted has not been quite as large as the inquiries would 
indicate. Several well known brands have sold very freely at 82'%c 
and even 85c., but they were for goods on which jobbers had a oa 
established trade, and as the packers would not make any conces- 
sions, the jobbers had to come up to time and place their orders. 
One packer particularly had so much business thrust at him at 85c 
for his well known brand, that in less than a week he had to with- 
draw his price, and has turned down since that time a great block of 
business. Where jobbers have not been particular as to brands as 
long as they could get a good standard Tomato, they have been 
placing some orders at 824¢c, contracts having been made at the 
close of the week at that figure by buyers, who a week or ten days 
ago declared they would not pay more than 8oc. It looks, there- 
fore, as though the future Tomato market is a little stronger. 

"The problem now confronting the Tomato packer is the ques- 
tion of contracts for raw material. Up to the present, very few 
Tomato packers have succeeded in contracting to any great extert. 
Some growers who are situated in sections that have indifferent ship- 
ping facilities for 1aw material have contracted at $8.00, but the 
majority of growers are holding out for $9.00. 

The demand for oysters continues very large, and in fact has 
been heavier during the past week than it was tor several weeks pre- 
viously. Ail the packers are behind in their deliveries, not only in 
Baltimore, but in the South, and it looks like the season will close 
with scarcely any oysters left on hand unsold.

The low price brought by gallon apples, 
when they could be packed, discouraged the manufacturers 
and we have a very small surplus at a season when the 
demand for consumption has not begun. Although I cannot

Epitor CANNER: The salmon cannerymen do not anticipate 
any harmful effects on their business from the pure food law, 
but claim that it will ultimately benefit them to no small 
degree. Discussing this subject several days ago, E. E. Ains- 
worth of Ainsworth & Dunn, salmon packers of Blaine and 
Seattle, said: 

“T believe that eventually the pure food law will tend 
toward the making of a better market for the high-class 
canned goods of the Pacific coast by the exclusion of the poor 
imitation goods which have heretofore been fraudulently 
mislabeled. The pure food law will do away with one 
thing that the honest salmon packers of the coast have 
desired for a long time, and that is the practice of mislabel- 
ing, of which a few packers end a great many jobbers were 
guilty The jobbers, especially, have been in the habit of 
purchasing inferior grades of salmon at lower prices, relabel- 
ing them as higher grade goods, and then selling them to 
consumers as such, greatly to the detriment of the bonafide 
high grade brands of salmon. When a consumer purchased 
one of these mislabeled cans, represented to be “Fancy Sock- 
eye” or “Royal Chinook” perhaps, and then observed its 
inferior quality, he distrusted the quality after that of all 
sockeye and chinook salmon in general. This made it bad 
for the honest packers who were really packing good salmon. 
The pure food law will do away with this mislabeling, con- 
sumers will get good salmon when they buy it as such, and 
the result will be an increased confidence in high grade 
canned salmon in the markets of the world.” 

The Southern Packing Co., the new company organized 
at San Diego, Cal., for the purpose of building up a big 
fish packing busine $s, are making improvements at San 
Diego amounting to $30,000, including a wharf and large 
warehouses. The company propose eventually to secure the 
services of practically all the fishing fleet of: San Diego har- 
bor to supply them with fish for the plant. 

The Monterey Packing Co., Monterey Bay, Cal., report that 
they have made a good pack of sardines but have been ham- 
pered to some extent by the scarcity of oval cans which they 
use in packing. The American Can Company’s special ma- 
chines for turning out these kinds of cans were burned in 
the San Francisco fire, and it was ‘necessary for them to 
secure shipments from the east. 

The Halferty cannery at Westport, Ore., recently destroyed 
by fire will be rebuilt at once on a larger scale than ever. 
The plant was well covered by insurance. 

Brokers report a great improvement of late in the English 
canned salmon market. The demand, which has languished 
since the Chicago meat exposures, is undergoing a revival, 
and there are hopes now that it will soon reach its former 
proportions. The London market is said to have improved 
greatly since the first of the year in sympathy with the mar- 
ket at Liverpool 

The Alaska Packers’ association of San Francisco have 
prepared official figures of their pack for the past year, and 
the total for the concern’s canneries on Puget Sound and in 
Alaska falls somewhat below first estimates. The total pro- 


duction of the association in canned salmon was 1,044,757 
cases. 2,005 barrels of salt salmon were also packed by the 
company.

Eprror CANNER: The canned goods trade in New York 
has suffered this week from the absence of most of the heads 
of houses and others prominently connected with it in Buf- 
falo. There was a large attendance from this city and the 
result was that business was light. Nearly all firms sus- 
pended: operations so far as possible and did as little business 
a they could. The interposition of a holiday during the 
early part of the week had its influence in creating dull 
conditions. The outcome of all this was that trade was down 
to about as low an ebb as it has been at any time this 
winter. 

The only feature during the week was the offering, one 
day of tomatoes at Soc for future delivery. That brought 
out orders, as 80c would bring out orders at any time. ut 
as soon as packers found that they could sell tomatoes at 80c 
and that apparently buyers wanted them they pushed prices 
back to 82% to 85c again and since then have refused all 
offers below 82%c and nearly all of them insist upon having 
&85c flat. As a consequence of this apparently irreconcilable 
difference of opinion on prices there is little or mo trade 
and business is quiet. In spot goods there have been offers 
during the week in a small way at goc, but that is past 
evidently. It could not be learned to-day that anything has 
been done at that figure recently and nearly all holders are 
much higher than that, some of them going as high as $1.00, 
but that virtually takes them out of the market. If goods 
could be bought at the low price trading would be moderately 
active. The determination to -obtaim full prices: prevents any 
considerable movement and buyers take only what are re- 
quired to carry them along from day to day. 

Corn has been easy, but there has been some demand for 
it New York state corn has sold for 50c, or around that, 
delivered, during the week, but sales are known to have been 
relatively small. For Pensylvania pack there has been a fair 
demand at 45c deliveted, but some question has arisen regard- 
ing the quality and, prices. have not attracted much, buying. 
For fancy Maine stock &85c¢ is asked for future delivery. 
Nothing has been offered below that this week, though a good 
many bids have been made at the relatively low quotations. 
Not much interest has developed in cern-of late. Buyers 
have been holding off watching conditions and waiting until 
they beeame more favorable before undertaking much busi- 
ness. 

Peas are steady, though there is little doing. Holders 
refuse to sell their stock at present. In futures there is 
pr-ctically ro‘hing being done, packers having refused to 
offer.

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Advices from Palestine, Tex., say that the recent cold spell 
has, according to report from local peach growers, done 
great damage to the peach crop and in some places also in- 
jured the trees. The sap was well up in the trees and many 
of them were in bloom. 


Consul-General Richard Guenther, of Frankfort, writes that 
a discusston is going on among German horticultural inter- 
ests, one expert stating that so much poor fruit is raised in 
Germany that 90 per cent of the apples are not marketable. 
Mr. Oberhof, a noted German fruit grower, says that Ameri- 
can apples do not come into competition with the domestic 
product at all, as the latter is all sold before American ‘apples 
make their appearance in the German markets. Mr. Guen- 
ther’s observations sustain this opinion. 


As a result of the recent sleet storm in Oregon, great dam- 
age to fruit trees is reported by orchardists from all dis- 
tricts near Portland. Ice weighted the trees heavily, accord- 
ing to the general report and when the thaw hegan the. limbs 
cracked and fell. The greatest damage was to plum and 
prune trees. In a number of cases these trees split. wide open 
and the divided trunks fell in different directions. Cherry 
trees were not so badly damaged. The greatest loss seemed to 
be in the amputation of limbs. Comparatively few apple and 
pear trees were damaged. 


According to United States Consul General G. E. Anderson, 
such American fruits as apples, pears, etc., would be in good 
demand in the Brazilian market if it were practicable to 
secure direct shipments. Some. cargoes of ice from Canada 
and New England are annually imported at. Rio de Janeiro, 
which are accompanied by fair-sized cargoes of apples. These 
always meet with immediate sale at profitable prices. The fresh 
fruit imports of Braztl are constantly increasing. In 1903 the 
value was $690,841; in 1904, $771,434, “and in 1905, $1,109,710, 
Spain and Portugal sent .Malaga grapes, figs, apples, plums, 
etc.. which comprise two-thirds of the whole. The share 
of the United States increased from $21,264 in 1903 to $33- 
539 in 1905.

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NEW SEAM SANITARY GAN 


To Protect American Fruit Growers. 


The nineteenth annual meeting of the Association 
of Economic Entomologists convened at Columbia 
University, says American Agriculturist, in connec- 
tion with the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science recently. One of the most important 
features of the meeting was a report of a committee 
upon the national control of introduced insect pests, 
appointed at the last meeting of the association. This 
report was presented by the chairman, Prof, E. D. 
Sanderson of New Hampshire. The following reso- 
jutions, after full discussion, were unanimously in- 


dorsed : 

A—Resolved that the secretary of agriculture should be 
empowered to inspect all imports and to make regulations 
governing importations liable to harbor insect pests and plant 
diseases and that sufficient appropriation be made for this 
purpose. 

B—That Congress authorize the Secretary of Agriculture 
to proceed to exterminate or control imported insects or plant 
diseases or any insect previously native to a restricted locality, 
but which may become migratory and threaten the whole 
country, whenever in his judgment such action is practicable, 
and that an appropriation be made for this purpose as a re- 
serve fund for emergency use against any such pest which 
may arise. Such legislation would give the Secretary of Agri- 
culture similar authority against plant enemies as now exists 
for procedure against animal diseases by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. 

C—That Congress be asked to enact a law empowering the 
Secretary of Agriculture to make such regulations as may 
be deemed necessary in order to secure uniform methods of 
nursery inspection and certification of all nursery stock which 
passes into interstate commerce; that all state or territorial 
officials in charge of nursery inspection be urged to accept 
these certificates at their face value and that in states where 
laws are now in force which will not allow the acceptance 
of such certificates, that the inspection departments be re- 
quested to endeavor to secure such state legislation as will 
make this possible; that each state should make and enforce 
such regulations as its local authorities may deem necessary, 
but that they be made as similar to those of the United States 
Department of Agriculture as practicable. 

D—Your committee suggests that the association elect a 
representative to form a committee with a representative of 
the American nurserymen’s association to push this legislation 
before Congress, as in the judgment of your committee this 
is the best method available for securing its passage. We 
would also suggest that topics A and C above be combined in 
one proposed law and that topic B involving the control of 
introduced species be embodied in another law, and that if 
the passage of both measures be impracticable that efforts be 
concentrated upon the law involving the inspection of impor- 
tations and the control of nursery stock for interstate trade 
and that the other measure be pushed later. 


Similar resolutions were passed by the association 
of horticultural inspectors at Baton Rouge, La., last 
November. The American nurserymen’s association 
was represented at the New York meeting by its 
president, Orlando Harrison, Mr. Albertson of Indi- 
ana and Prof. John Craig of Cornell University. 
After some discussion of the resolutions, they were 
indorsed by these men, who are strongly in favor of 
any measure which will secure greater uniformity be- 
tween the iaws of the various states, governing nurs- 
ery inspection and a greater protection to the fruit 
growers.

Bulletin No. 173, just issued from the office of ex- 
periment stations, United States Department of Agri- 
culture, briefly sketches the history of corn harvest- 
ing machinery in the United States, describing in more 
or less detail the various implements and machines 
which have been used and are now in use, and dis- 
cusses the economy of using such labor saving de- 
vices. The following is quoted from the bulletin: 

“Corn was the earliest as it is the most important 
cultivated crop on the American farm. When the first 
colonists settled on American soil they found the In- 
diana producing corn, and also preparing various 
foods from it. The first corn grown by white men 
was that of the Virginia Colony, at Jamestown, in 
1608, and it is claimed that two Indians taught them 
how to plant and cultivate the crop. The product of 
this harvest served almost as the sole food supply of 
the colony. The early Massachusetts colonists, too, 
received their first lessons in corn cultivation from the 
Indians. The first fields cultivated by the settlers there 
were those which had been left vacant by the Indians. 

“The United States census of 1840 gives the corn 
yield for that year as 377,518,875 bushels. The fol- 
lowing census (1850) places the yield at 592,000,000 
bushels, with a corn acreage of 31,000,000. During 
the civil war little advance was made in the produc- 
tion of corn. In the year 1900 the United States 
alone produced 2,105,102,516 bushels, or about 75 
per cent of the total crop of the world. In 1904 the 
yield of corn reached 2,467,480,934 bushels, and the 
acreage 92,231,581. 

“It is only when compared with the production of 
other cereals that the importance of this crop is fully 
appreciated. At the present time one-fifth of the area 
in improved land in the United States, one-third the 
area in crops of all kinds except pasture, and one-half 
the area in cereal crops is devoted to corn. In 1899, 
while 35 per cent of the farmers of the United States 
raised wheat, 82 per cent raised corn. The total com- 
bined yield of wheat, oats, barley, rye, and buckwheat 
in the United States amounted in 1904 to 1,673,995,- 
336 bushels, and the acreage was 79,649,720—these 
figures equaling two-thirds of the yield and four-fifths 
of the acreage of the corn crop. The farm value of 
the corn crop for 1904 was $1,087,461,440, while the 
combined value of the other crops mentioned for the 
same year was $877,120,785 or only 80 per cent of 
the value of the corn crop. In 1905 the yield of the 
corn was 2,708,000,000 bushels and the value $1,116,- 
700,000. 


“There may be, moreover, a double harvest from 
every field of corn—that of the grain and that of the 
fodder. There are thousands of farmers in the United 
States who in the last few years have doubled the 
profit they used to make on their corn crop, by har- 
vesting the whole plant—stalks, leaves, and all—yet 
there are tens of thousands of other farmers who stil] 
“snap” or husk their corn in the field, letting the stalks 
and blades go largely to waste. It has been demon- 
strated beyond a doubt that when properly harvested 
corn fodder is as nutritious as good hay. The far- 
mer who would receive the full value of his crop should 
secure this fodder with as much care as he gives his 
hay, taking care that it is Harvested at the proper 
period, and not allowed to have the nutrients it con- 
tains leached out by rains or injured by frost. 

“The composition of the dry matter of the fodder 
corn varies greatly with the season. The yield of food 
material increases with the advancing age of the corn, 
the largest amount being obtained when the corn is 
well ripened. Feeding experiments have been con- 
ducted with corn fodder by which it has been deter- 
mined that at least 45 per cent of the food value of the 
corn plant is in the stalk, and that the stalk can be 
cut at the time the ear is dente& without material loss 
to the kernel. A mine of wealth is thus opened to 
those farmers who are in position to make use of 
this fodder. 

“For years we have had machines which successfully 
harvest, thrash, and clean the small grains, so that 
every part of the plants may serve some useful pur- 
pose. The machinery for the care of the corn crop has 
been much more difficult to develop than any other line 
of farm implements. Altho there has been consider- 
able progress in the harvesting of corn, no such pro- 
found changes have been made as those in the harvest- 
ing of small grain. The larger part of the crop is 
still husked by hand from the standing plant, and the 
crop is but partially utilized. In large sections of the 
country only the ears are gathered, while the leaves 
and stalks are almost a total loss. 

“After the success of mowing and reaping machines, 
inventors tried to develop a corn harvester along the 
lines followed in the construction of those machines, 
The old methods of harvesting corn fodder were slow, 
expensive, and laborious, and the manufacturers have 
long sought to solve the problem. Their success is 
not as yet complete, but the labor-saving devices so 
far perfected have largely changed conditions. The 
corn may now be cut, husked, and shredded with less 
labor than the cutting alone formerly required.”

The Buffalo correspondent of the American Agri- 
culturist says in a communication to that journal that 
as more reports come in from the apple crop it appears 
that the farmer could easily raise a good many things 
that would pay him much less, so that it is likely there 
will be a pretty general return to orchard extension 
right away. If only the experts would devise some 
way of making and using sprays that would be cleaner. 
Everybody dislikes to do that work about as badly as 
anything and so it often is not done, on that account. 

There are plenty of reminders again, as the apple 
crop comes to winter and to be eaten, that the gravelly 
upland is the spot for the best and most lasting fruit. 
Low and sandy lands often produce the most luxuri- 
ant-looking trees and they often bear fine crops where 
not too low, but the apples are much coarser grained 
and keep very badly. Such rampant growers as the 
King are often much over-size and as coarse as they 
are big. It is usually quite easy to find a ridge to 
locate the orchard on and then the delicate, fine grained 
and fine flavored fruit that everybody likes best is 
assured. 

I hear cold storage people saying again that they 
are in doubt about there being much money in the 
business this winter, at least so far as apples are con- 
cerned, unless prices go up sharply by late winter. It 
seems that pretty stiff prices were paid for some of 
the fruit and some of it at least is not going to keep 
very late. The fall was fine for maturing fruits to the 
limit. Some apples were several weeks ahead of their 
ordinary time of maturing. 

There probably has never been so much activity 
among the fruit evaporators and canning factories as 
was the case this fall, or would have been but for 
the car shortage. Where packages were ordered on 
short notice they were often not received in time to be 
used. A box manufacturer complains that he was 
blamed by an apple evaporator because he could not 
get the railroad to take a lot of packages to destination 
inside of a day or two. According to the box man the 
consumer was entirely to blame, as he hesitated a long 
time over the price and the size of the package and 
then, when he had wasted about all of the available 
time he thought that express time ought to be done 
to complete the contract.

Foreign Demand for Canned Goods. 
BY W. STANLEY HOLLIS, UNITED STATES CONSUL, Lov-

and preserved meats was imported, the decrease be- 
ing due to the derogatory articles concerning Chicago 
packing houses which have appeared in periodicals 
and have been read all over South Africa. Nearly all 
of the large Chicago packing houses have had repre- 
sentatives in this part of Africa, and every American 
desiring a share in this trade—which will revive as the 
transient prejudice in respect to American goods dies 
away—should send travelers to South Africa for per- 
sonal interview with every importer of canned goods 
in the country.”

“In interviewing the merchants of Cape Town it is 
found that there is a very limited demand for dried, 
salted, pickled and canned fish, with the exception of 
salmon, in which there is a very large trade.” 

BY AGAULIN, UNITED STATES CONSUL, HAVRE, FRANCE. 

“In the case of canned meats imported into France, 
the United States has made a relatively good showing. 
The total imports for 1904 were 2,278,795 pounds, of 
which the United States furnished 1,210,582 pounds. 
The imports for 1905 were 2,488,334 pounds, of which 
the United States furnished about the same propor- 
tion as the previous year. It may be noted, however, 
that only about one-fourth of the French imports of 
canned meats has been for home consumption, the 
balance being intended for French colonies, goods in 
transit being included in the import statistics. Ameri- 
can exporters of meat products should carefully study 
the French colonial field, for that is a promising mar- 
ket, and for them the real French market. France en- 
acted a law prohibiting the purchase of foreign food- 
stuffs and food products as army supplies. This law, 
however, does not apply to the colonies. France ex- 
ported 4,904,000 pounds of canned meats in 1905, 50 
per cent of which went to her colonial possessions, es- 
pecially French Guiana and Algeria. 

“Although American meat products have lately been 
under a cloud, no permanent injury seems to have

been done. Subsequent revelations as to packing 
plants in other countries and comparisons and recent 
American legislation have helped to restore confi- 
dence.” 


BY ALFRED K. MOE, UNITED STATES CONSUL, DUBLIN, 
IRELAND. 


“Canned products have had a very fair market in 
Ireland, fruits and gherkins and vegetable and other 
preparations commanding a steady sale, but latterly 
a revulsion of taste has set in, and canned meats espe- 
cially are in disfavor, particularly those from the Unit- 
ed States. In the recovery of the Irish markets it is 
utterly useless for American packing firms to send 
expensive catalogues and literature setting forth the 
beauty of can or bottle labels. The people are now 
concerned with what is inside and the character of the 
packing establishment from which such goods ema- 
nate. Confidence will have to be restored in Ireland 
in canned-meat products and the public educated to 
the belief that American meats are wholesome and 
cleanly. So hostile has been the attitude toward Amer- 


ican canned products that even canned fruits, pre- 
‘serves, and pickles are suffering so that in reviving 
trade it will be necessary to start from the ground 





floor. The first company to prove its title as doing an 
honest, cleanly business will secure an enormous 
trade.” 





New York Dried Fruit Contract. 


The committee of the New York Dried Fruit Asso- 
ciation has submitted its contract form to the dried 
fruit interests of the Pacific coast, who were urged to 
co-operate in its adoption in order that final action 
may be taken by the association at its meeting on 
March 18th. A somewhat lengthy letter, explaining 
the purpose of the new contract, has been sent to the 
Pacific coast trade. In explanation of the cash dis- 
count feature the letter says: 

“We feel that the discount asked works no hard- 
ship upon the seller. We understand fully that it is 
simply a matter of figures and that the 1%4 per cent 
will be added to the price in order that the net return 
to the seller will be the same as heretofore. Our 
reason for asking it is for the sake of convenience in 
figuring costs and for-uniformity. It is the custom of 
the jobber to allow cash discounts to retailers on food 
products in general, and unless the price the jobber 
pays is subject to a discount, it is often overlooked 
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in the general run of business. Most food products 
are now sold by manufacturers on these terms.” 

The contract form proposed by the New York Dried 
Fruit Association is as follows:

Payment: Cash, less 1% per cent after arrival and prompt 
examination by consignee. 

If shipment is not approved of, or rejected within five days 
after the receipt of arrival notice, buyér forfeits rights to 
reject and invoice becomes immediately due and payable. 
When buyer is unable to locate and examine shipment, it 
must be reported in writing to seller or seller’s agent within 
said five days, and when goods are finally located and examin- 
ation practical, they must be approved or rejected within 48 
hours, otherwise invoice becomes due and payable without 
recourse. 

Note: In the event of any dispute arising, it is agreed that 
the same shall be submitted to and settled by arbitration under 
the arbitration rules of the Dried Fruit Association of New 
York. Buyer and seller each to select one arbitrator, and they 
jointly to select a third, all of whom must be members of 
the Board of Arbitration of the Dried Fruit Association of 
New York. 

At such point where there is no regular arbitration board, 
buyer and seller each to select one arbitrator, and they jointly 
to select a third. Such arbitration to be settled under arbi- 
tration rules of the Dried Fruit Association of New York. 
Arbitrators’ decision to be final and binding. Party against 
whom decision is rendered to pay arbitration fees and ex- 
penses incurred. When decision is rendered against buyer, 
invoice becomes due and payable at once. When decision 
is rendered against seller, arbitrators shall determine and fix 
amount of damages. Seller not liable for failure to deliver 
under this contract if prevented by destruction of packing 
house or other unavoidable casualties.

The conditions printed on the back of the form are as 
follows: 

Quality A: When goods are sold by sample, same shall be 
sealed and retained by agent or broker until arrival of goods 
to be used by arbitrators in case of any dispute arising as to 
quality. 


Quality B: Prunes—Where no count is specified, seven point 
average shall be considered a good delivery. 

Provided that 20-30s, 30-40s and 40-50s shall not show 3 
greater variation of count than two prunes smaller than the 
seven point. 

50-60s, 60-70s and 70-80s three points. 

80-90s and smaller four points. 

In the event of the count averaging smaller than the seven 
point, buyer is to be allowed $1 per point per ton until average 
count reaches next smaller size. 

If any other count is specified in the contract, and delivery 
should average smaller than that specified, buyer shall have 
the right to take goods at the allowance of $1 per point per 
ton or reject, at his option. 

Samplings for arbitration shall be agreed to between seller 
and buyer, and samples shall not be drawn from over 5 per 
cent of the number of packages in said shipment. Where 
contract is for more than one car, each shipment, as tendered, 
is to be regarded as a separate contract. 

In the event of the seller non-delivering, it shall be con- 
sidered as a dispute to be submitted to and settled by the 
Arbitration Committee. , 

Routing: Seller shall recognize any direct trunk line routing 
named by buyer, when goods are sold f. o. b. shipping point, 
the seller to have the option of selecting the initial line. Any 
deviation from routing given must be with the consent of 
buyer. 





A Problem in Dried Apples. 


Dealers in dried apples are pondering over a recent 
remarkable movement in the trade for which they are 
as yet unable to account. A day or two ago a careful 
computation was made of the supply of dried apples in 
this city and it was found to be 88,800 boxes, as against 
only 61,000 boxes at this time last year. This informa- 
tion would naturally result in lower prices, but for 
some unknown reason the prices jumped up a quarter 
of a cent a pound as soon as the information got out. 
Dealers declare that this year’s stock has a larger pro- 
portion of inferior goods than usual.—Journal of Com- 
merce, New York. 





Cannery in Ohio River Flood. 


We have received from Mr. N. G. Hitz of the Hitz 
Canning Company, Madison, Ind., a photograph show- 
ing his factory almost submerged in the Ohio river 
overflow. The photograph was taken January 22, 
1907, and shows only one-quarter of the cannery above 
water. Mr. Hitz has the sympathy of ourselves and 
the entire canning trade on account of the loss he has 
suffered.
